Robert     Minford     presented     character     sketch     of     Kdgar     Allen     Poe's    "Journey 
to  Eldorado." 


Through  the  year,  main  convocations  were  held 
for  the  enjoyment  of  the  student  body,  as  well  as 
for  their  cultural  advancement.  Some  of  the  con- 
vocations involved  student  participation  and  -several 
well  known  performers. 

El  Trio  Romantieo,  three  singing,  strumming 
troubadours  from  the  mountains  of  Northern  New 
Mexico  set  off  the  f  968-69  school  year. 

Members  of  the  trio,  Ramon  Hernandez,  An- 
tonio Mendoza,  and  Vincente  Saucedo,  produced  a 
"fiesta  of  sounds'  with  their  colorful  rhythms  and 
hauntingly  beautiful  melodies. 

"Journey  to  Eldorado  ,  a  dramatized  portrait 
of  Edgar  Allen  Poe,  was  presented  by  Robert  Min- 
ford. He  recreated  main  of  the  shattering  moments 
in  Poe's  life,  including  his  famous  works,  set 
against  the  background  of  the  exact  replica  of  the 
Fordham  cottage,  in  which  he  lived  just  before  his 
death.  Mr.  Minford  portrayed  a  close  friend  of  his 
and  took  the  audience  on  the  haunting,  intimate,  and 
revealing  journey  through  the  mind  of  Poe. 

The  classical  dancers,  Bhaskar  and  his  part- 
ner, Shala,  came  to  entertain  the  public  while  on  a 
tour  from  India. 

Bhaskar  and  Shala,  both  poised  and  inspiring 
dancers,  have  contributed  much  to  Indian  art. 

Broadway  came  alive  in  a  show  as  Doraine  and 
Ellis  appeared  before  an  enthusiastic  audience  and 
captured  all  of  the  color,  glamour,  drama,  and  ex- 
citement of  an  opening  night.  A  combination  of  past 
and  present  musicals  provided  a  wide  variety  of 
dazzling  costuming,  wholesome  humor,  and  beauti- 
ful music. 

Hypnotism,  one  of  the  phenomenas  of  the  human 
mind,  was  the  subject  of  convo  speaker  Edwin  Baron. 
Mr.  Baron  called  for  volunteers  to  come  to  the  stage 
to  be  hypnotized.  He  gave  the  volunteers  and  the 
audience  a  test  to  find  each  person's  ability  to  con- 
centrate.

Majors,  an  early  resident  ol  Peru 
who  had  spent  man)  \cars  in  the 
State  legislature  working  lor  Fern 
State  College. 

He  was  one  ot  the  members 
of  the  first  legislature  from  the 
Peru  area  responsible  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  P.  S.C. 

The  building  was  built  in  1916 
and  opened  in  1917. 

Today  the  Education  building 
includes  the  Departments  of  Home 
Economics,  Journalism,  Business, 
Education,  many  other  classrooms, 
and  offices.

The  Peru  State  College  Audito- 
rium was  opened  to  the  public  at 
the  1969  Open  House  Activities. 
The  building  had  just  been  remod- 
eled prior  to  the  Open  House. 

Many  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  auditorium  for  the  benefit 
of  the  various  activities  which  are 
carried  on  in  the  building.  A  steel 
cat-walk  has  been  added  to  the 
ceiling  and  a  portion  of  the  ceiling 
is  suspended  on  an  angle  to  accom- 
modate overhead  spots. 

The  seating  has  been  reduced 
by  approximately  100  seats  and  the 
audience  will  now  enjoy  a  view 
that  is  not  hampered  by  looking 
around  corners. 

The  stage  area  has  been  made 
deeper,  allowing  more  room  for 
backdrops  and  equipment  in  the 
back  stage  area.  All  of  the  walls 
have  been  rounded  off  and  this  will 
help  the  sound  as  well  as  add  beauty 
to  the  interior  design.

The  Peru  State  Bobcats  helped 
Coach  Jack  Mclntire  attain  one  mile- 
stone in  his  13-year  career  as  head 
hoop  mentor  at  PSC  as  they  treated 
him  to  his  100th  home  court  victory 
with  an  87-76  victory  over  the  Con- 
cordia Bulldogs. 

Senior  forward  Wayne  Heine, 
was  No.  2  all-time  scorer  and  re- 
bounder  at  Peru  State  College. 
During  the  1968-69  season,  Heine 
tallied  324  points,  third-best  on  the 
team,  for  a  career  total  of  1375 
points.  He  was  second  in  rebound- 
ing for  the  year  with  259,  giving 
him  a  career  accumulation  of  950 
rebounds. 

Peru  scoring  and  rebounding 
was  led  by  sophomore  center  Pete 
Stewert,  who  tossed  in  487  points 
while  hitting  on  53%  of  his  field 
goal  tries  and  grabbed  302  re- 
bounds in  26  games.  His  302  grabs 
made  him  only  the  second  player 
in  PSC  annals  to  get  more  than  300 
rebounds. 

Sophomore  guard  Clyde  Wil- 
kins    was    the    runner-up    to    Stewart 


in  scoring  356  points  and  became 
the  only  Bobcat  to  play  in  all  27 
ball  games. 

Three  newcomers  to  the  Peru 
State  lineup  at  the  semester  break 
put  additional  life  into  the  Bobcat 
attack  and  helped  Peru  to  an  18-9 
season  record  and  second  place  in 
the  Nebraska  College  Conference 
with  a  6-2  mark.  Sophomore  guard 
Clarence  "Boo"  Glover  tossed  in 
264  points  in  his  13  games  for  a 
team-leading  20.3  average.  He  also 
topped  the  squad  in  free-throwing 
with  a  75.8  percentage.  Freshman 
forward  Freeman  Beville,  added 
176  points  in  his  12  contests  and 
sophomore  center-forward  Larry 
Green,  grabbed  105  rebounds  in  13 
contests. 

As  a  team,  Peru  broke  two 
season  records  by  tossing  891  field 
goals  and  grabbing  1516  rebounds. 
The  old  field  goal  record  was  870 
set  by  the  1961-62  team,  while  the 
1963-64  squad  held  the  old  mark  of 
1508  rebounds.

Ivan  was  again  awarded  medalist  honors  against  Doane 
when   he  scored   a   72  and    Midwestern   when   he   scored   70. 

Ivan  played  for  one  year  at  Marshalltown  J.  C.  before 
he  came  to  Peru.  There  he  finished  17th  in  the  nation  in 
J.  C.  competition.  Luckily  for  P.  S.  C.  Miller  has  two  years 
to  go  before  graduation. 


Conference  Disbanded 


Peru  State  College  no  longer  belongs  to  the  Nebraska 
College  conference.  It  was  disbanded  June  1,  1969  b\  a 
decision  of  the  four  state  colleges  in  their  meeting  Januan 
21,  1969,  which  was  approved  by  the  State  Normal  Board. 
The  organization  was  in  existence  for  24  years. 

The  move  was  started  bv  action  earlier  this  fall  when 
the  president  of  Hastings  College  announced  that  his  school 
would  withdraw  from  the  conference  at  the  close  of  the 
1968-69  academic  year.  Dr.  Neal  S.  Gomon  president  of 
Peru  State  College,  submitted  the  request  to  the  Normal 
Board  on  behalf  of  the  presidents  of  Wayne  State,  Kearney, 
Hastings  and  Chadron. 

Dr.  Gomon  stated  "every  effort  has  been  made  to 
continue  the  conference  but  with  the  w  ithdrawl  of  the  last  of 
the  private  or  church-related  schools  (Hastings)  perpetu- 
ation of  a  four-team  conference  is  indefensible.  Gomon 
also  pointed  out  that  it  was  meaningless  to  continue  as  a 
four-team  conference.  Because  under  the  rules  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics,  a  conference 
with  fewer  than  five  members  is  not  recognized  by  NA1A  as 
an  entity  for  qualification  tor  NAIA  District  and  National 
meets. 

The  prime  difficulty  encountered  in  attracting  new 
members  to  the  NCC  is  the  wide  difference  in  enrollment 
among  Nebraska  colleges  ranging  from  750  students  at 
Doane  college  to  nearly  5,300  at  Kearney  State.  There  are 
several  possibilities  for  NCC  members;  each  member  be- 
coming an  independent;  organize  an  athletic  conference 
among  schools  in  Nebraska,  Iowa,  Missouri  and  South  Da- 
kota; or  work  out  a  new  conference  among  Nebraska  col- 
leges of  similar  size. 

Dr.    Gomon,    in    regard    to    Peru    State    College,    stated 
we    will    honor    all    contracts    with    present    members    ot    the 
NCC    and    propose    to    continue    athletic    relationships    with 
the  other  state  colleges  as  long  as  it  is  feasible.
